Bu ilding W ill Be Ornam ented 
W ith 
• Group by a F a m o u s Sculptor— 
W o rk A lm o st Completed. 


The pedim ent on the east portico 
of the house of 
representatives 
is 
blank, but soon it' 
may be set with 
statues. T he sculp­ 
tor's chisel is to 
write an allegory 
there. 
This pedi­ 
ment, or

rests on the fluted 
columna has nev­ 
er had atatue-tea- 
anta, though

tered a crowd of 
sta tu e s since 1862, for in that year 
white effigies were hoisted to the pedi­ 
m ent and secured by copper clam ps. 
And they hare posed there ever since. 
The aw ard for the statue-group for 
the bowse pedim ent was m ade to the 
sculptor. Paul W. Bartlet, of P aris and 
W ashington, and reports received at 
the office of the superintendent of the 
capitol show that steady progress is 
being made. 
The announcem ent may 
com e at any tim e that the statue# for 
th e house pedim ent have been com 
pleted. 
* 
The Sixtieth congress, s t its first 
session, passed this act: 
“T hat the expenditure of $75,000, or 
s s much thereof a* m ay be necessary, 
he and the sadic is hereby authorised 
for the purpose of com pleting the pedi­ 
m ent of the house wing of the capitol 
by placing suitable 
statu ary thereon, 
said expenditure to be m ade u n d er the 
direction of the sp ea k er of the bouse, 
the jo in t com m ittee on the library ta d 
the su p erin ten d en t of the capitol.” 
T he report on the bill contained 
th is: 
“T he sen a te pedim ent wa* decorated 
In 1862 by ap p ro p riate groups of aile 
gorical statu ary , and it was intended 
at th a t tim e to place on the co rre­ 
sponding pedim ent above the east por­ 
tico of the house of rep resen ta tiv e s a 
sim ilar group re p resen ta tiv e of our 
history and life; but this intention has 
never h^en carried out. The work pro­ 
vided for by this bill is necessary to 
the com pletion and beauty of the capi­ 
tol building.*’ 
The su b ject illustrated in the sen ­ 
ate pedim ent is 
“T he 
P rogress of 
A m erican C ivilization.” 
N aturally the 
decline of th e A m erican Indian is also 
illustrated. 
T he cen tral 
figure 
is 
Am erica. 
On h er right are a soldier, a 
m erchant, a youth, a schoolm aster, pu­ 
pil and a m echanic; also an anchor, 
sym bolizing stability, and a sheaf of 
w heat typifying prosperity 
On the 
left of A m erica are a pioneer, a b u n t­ 
er, an Indian brave, Indian squaw, 
a 
papoose and an Indian grave. 
T he m an who designed this 
group 
was Craw ford, the A m erican sculptor, 
and he .received $20,000 for his work. 
Casoni, an Italian sculptor, carved* the
